BOSTON (AP) — John Ferrufjio, flight 
director on a Boeing 747 blown up by hijackers in 
Cairo, said Tuesday that the fuse on the explosives 
was “lighted during tbe descent to Cairo." . 

“I didn’t sss it burning in the first-dais sectton,” 
Femiggio said upon his return heme, "but I smelled

Ferruggio, responsible for planning the escape 
routes tar tbe passengers and crew, said the hijackers 
told him passengers had eight minutes to evacuate 
the plane after touchdown, but it blew up after three 
minutes. 

“It took us about V/t minutes to get the 172 
people out of the aircraft,” he said. 

The jumbo jet was owned by a consortium of 
banks headed by the Bankers Trust Co. of New York 
and leased to Pan American. The 924.5 million 
insurance on the plane will be paid by U.S. insurers 
and Lloyds of London. 


To Ease IAS. Fears 

Soviets Will Urge 
Fishboat Observers 


SEATTLE (AP) - Russian 
fishing and research fleet 
officer* wid Tuesday they 
would recommend the Soviet 
government allow United 
States observers aboard their 
west coast fishing boat* to 
alleviate fears that U.8. sal- 
mon resources are being 
ruined. 

The Russian* agreed to the 
recommendation during a one- 
day informal meeting with 
U.S. officials and northwest 
Pacific fishing Industry rep¬ 
resentatives.

But the Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine, which claimed credit for Sunday’s four 
hijacking plots, threatened to M escalate hijackings ... 
in the interests of the Palestine revolution.” 

It resisted all pressure to free the 178 passengers 
and crew until its demand Is met for the release of 
three Palestinian guerrillas in West Germany, three 
others in Switzerland and a woman held in London in 
connection with Sunday’s unsuccessful attempt to 
hijack an Israeli plane.

Survivor Walks to Road 


PRINCE GEORGE (CP) — Five 
persons were killed Tuesday la the 
crash of a Cessaa 206 single-engine 
plane about 00 miles north of Prince 
George. 

The lone survivor, identified m 
B odo Pflster, about 25, of Prince 
George, walked along a pipeline about 
two miles to reach a highway and 
notified RCBKP of the orach. 


Hie pilot was Ray Fitzpatrick. 
The others were not Identified. 

The plane was operated by Hmn- 
derbird Airtime* of Prince George. 

RCMP flew in by heBeopter and 
found wreckage from the six-seater 
plane strewn over an area of several 
hundred yards. 

Pflster was admitted to Prince 
George hospital tor treatment of 
minor back injuries. 

Cause of the crash was not known.

ragtag army of 200 traoalsnta 
won an apparent victory 
Tueaday in th* battle for th* 
Beatty Street Armory after 
declaring the 'vemrabl* old 
structure "liberated" and 
forcing diversion of an army 
truck convoy. 

Ottawa's article* of sur¬ 
render came in -'a- telegram 
Tuesday afternoon to the 
people inside the old atone 
alruatura. which wa* turned 
late a temporary hostel tins 


summer for transient* and 
hitchhikers. 

It wa* supposed to retart to 
the Canadian foroea at mid¬ 
night Tuesday, but the resi¬ 
dents decided at meetings 
Sunday and Monday to take it 
over In a bid to force Ottawa 
to allow the building to 
continue «t a hostel. 

Tuesday afternoon, follow¬ 
ing meetings involving the 
defence and secretary of 
state’s department in Ottawa, 
toe federal government 


agreed to keep the armory 
open to transients until an 
alternate site I* found. 

Not a *hot was fired — 
though there were report* at 
one stag* during the day that 
the transients bad armed 
themselves from armory 
munition* stars* \fith every¬ 
thing from bazookas to 
machine guns. 

It turned out that the army 
had cleared all armed forces 
stores from th* building when 
it flret became a hostel. The 


only "weapon” in sight was 
an ancient rusting tank on 
display In front of the armory 
that han't fired a shot in 
anger since well before VE 
day. , 

Instead, the transient* 
manned the ramparts booting 
and howling to the beat of 
bongo drums. Polios ware on 
hand but didn’t attempt to 
lotarvana There was no vio¬ 
lence and armory facilities 
ware left intact.

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Slaughter Toll 8, 
Suspect Faces Test 


CRESTON. B.C <CP) -An 
atmosphere of terror hanging 
over farm honuai in this 
j mountainous Kootenay com¬ 
munity through the Labor 
Day weekend slowly dispersed 
following the court appear¬ 
ance Tuesday at Dale Merle 
Nelson, charged with non¬ 
capital murder in the slaying 
of eight members of two 
families- 

Nelson, a 30-year-old part- 
time logger, was remanded 
by Provincial Court Judge 
Harold Langston for 30 days 
for psychiatric examination. 

Terror spread through the 
community with the discovery 
Saturday at seven bodies, 
shot or stabbed, in their cabin 
homes in the West Creston 
forming district some 300 
miles east of Vanoouver. It 
grew during a tense 40-hour 
manhunt that followed before 
Nelson sms bowled over by a 
paMoe dog and seized Sunday 
* * * 

The knife-mutilated body of 
tbe eighth victim, Cathy 
Pbippa, I, was found Sunday. 
She was one of five children 
killed in tha savage slayings. 

At the height of the man¬ 
hunt, farmers snd their fami¬ 
lies deserted their homes for 
the safety of hotels and 
motels In Creston. 

Nelson was charged Sunday 


with the death of one of the 
eight victims. Mrs. Alex 
Wasyk, 30, who was shot, 
stabbed and Mt on toe head. 
One at Mrs. Wasyk’s three 
daughters was also slain.

At this time the outcome of the mass 
kidnapping of pas s en g e rs and crews of aircraft 
pirated by Palestinian terrorists is in some doubt. 
These Innocent people are being used as hostages 
to force release of Arabs in custody for earlier acts 
of air piracy. 

An ultimatum directed to the several govern¬ 
ments in whose custody terrorists are held warns 
that unless the terms are met the hostages will be 
destroyed along with the aircraft in which they are 
prisoners. 

By various accounts the hostages are being 
treated with the utmost callousness, deprived for 
hours of the use of lavatories, food and water In 
the captured aircraft. 

Women and children have been released from 
the two held in Amman, it is true. But the male 
passe ngers are still aboard, and it is they — an 
estimated 180 or more of them — who are in 
immediate jeopardy. 

Whatever the outcome of this drama, whether 
the Palestinians have second thoughts, whether 
pressures can be brought to boar to Induce them to 
abandon their terrible threat, or whether the 
responsible authorities bow to their ultimatum — 
as seems likely — this will not be the end of the 
story. 

If the need for international action to curb 
this sort of lawlessness was urgent before, the need 
Is now desperate. The people responsible for these 


Thty 
are nothing better than kmert, with the odds 
heavily in favor of their success and reward. 

It k eaMJiitial that those odds be altered. 

United Nations Secretary General U Thant 
has denounced the weekend piracies as "savage 
and Inhuman acts" and called on the International 
community for effective measures to stop them. 

Most practical suggestions for control — at 
least, the most promWng — come from Knut 
Hammarakjold, director-general of the Internation¬ 
al Air Transport Association, who renduds Egypt 
and Jordan of their pledges to act against terrorists 
in a world agreement last June. They are within 
reach of the authorities there, at least By allowing 
them their freedom the governments in Amman 
and Cairo are condoning their criminal acta; but by 
making th«n answerable for their crime — 
perhaps in an international court — they could 
discourage them. 

Meanwhile, the International Federation of 
Airline Pilots, represe nt i n g some 50,000 of throi , 
will meet In London to consider methods of 
retaliation as well as protection. They will demand 
the st rictest control of passengers and baggage 
brfore takeoff — which presumably frv*h»ri— 
personal searches before passengers are allowed to 
enter an aircraft 

They would recommend International sanc¬ 
tions — meaningful penalties, they must be — 
against any country harboring air pirates.

The Golan Heights are now under Israeli military 
government. They were, until June, 1967, a Syrian military 
area. 

Ihe Golan Heights are a focal point of the Arab-Jewish 
conflict, which, however aubliminaUy, threatens the peace.of 
the world by inperiiling the sprouts of amity between 
Washington and Moscow. Strategically, the heights dominate 
Galilee, the richest land in the area. Israel will, therefore, 
strongly resist any demand that they be relinquished with 
other conquered territories. 

Geographically, the Golan Heights are about 600 square 
mites of blasted, brown grasslands, which will turn green 
when the rains come late this year. A tew cultivated, irrigated 
green patches show what the rich, black soil and temperate 
climate could produce—given proper attention. 


A historical accident, ealier Jewish settlements on (he 
eastern shores of the Sea of Galilee, gave Israel that shore in 
1948. In placet, the frontier lay only 50 feet from the shore. 

The Golan Heights commanded not only the eastern 
shore, but the western shore, five to eight miles away. Syrian 
troops fired artillery into Israel from the heights, and 
terrorists could almost roll hand grenades down the slopes. 

In June, 1967, taking the Golan Heights was a chief 
Israeli priority, and they took it six days. Burnt-out Soviet 
T-34 tanks with Syrian markings are monuments to the 
furious assault of Israeli tank troops, who lost more than 500 
killed. 

The Israelis now hold the tactical advantage, occupying 
4he high ground overlooking Syria to the east Besides, 
assiduous Israeli archaeologists have uncovered ancient 
synagogues, which prove, Jewish settlement of the Golan 
Heights millennia ago, perhaps in the time of Abraham, and. 
In tile words of an agnostic professor, "make Golan one of 
the holiest places in Israel." 

The Israelis are determined to remain—fo^ tactical, as 
well as historical reasons. Moreover, they will make the 
plateau bloom, as Ihe Syrians did not. 


Three miles from the Syrian border, Kuneitra, capital of 
the heights, is a ghost town. From bare offices among 
deserted adobe buildings where 30,000 Syrian civilians and 
Soviet advisers once lived, the Israeli military governor 
administers a population of about 7,000 Druzea, noo-Mpilem 
natives, and about 1,000 Jewish pioneers, who are colonizing 
and developing the plateau. 

Kuneitra is normally a silence which can hardly be called 
peace. The silence is broken by lntennitttent exchanges of 
fire, by the clatter of Israeli military vehicles—and by the 
cries of children and the rumble of agricultural machinery 
from Kibbutz Golan, a communal settlement of 300. 

The soil la rich. It will bloom with fruit and grain if the 
Israelis remain and labor, as they are determined to remain. 
Behind the shield ot the army, the Israelii are planting 
military colonies, Just as did the Romans, The vanguard Is 
already in place: Kibbutz Golan, scattered private farming 
settlements and encampments of Naha], the paramilitary 
combat pioneer youth corps, which fights and, then, settles. 


The facts mock both claim and counter-claim. Where lies 
justice—on the Israeli side or the Syrian? 

Against Israeli need to alley the threat from the Golan 
Heights match the exile of 60,000 civilians. Against the 
Israelis’ industriouiness match the Arabs' presumably 
contented sloth. They, too, were entitled to live in their own 
manner on their ancestral lands, but became political 
chessmen. 

Regrettably, a 200-mile drive through the Golan Heights 
yields no more valid judgment than does protracted 
discussion. Regretfully, one is almost forced to the conclusion 
that — in the Middle East, aa elsewhere—Justice resides with 
the best battalion. 


The Israelis’ energetic dedication to keeping and tilling 
the soil Is limited only by leek of manpower and capital. 
Given time, they will make the heights a fitting complement 
to verdant Galilee below—the more prized for ita unique 
temperate climate.

Federal Aid for Home Care 


Greater Victoria Metropoli¬

A similar attempt in May 
was withdrawn following a 
barrage of complaints and a 
stormy public hearing at¬ 
tended by about 100 persons. 

In introducing the bylaw, 
Aid. Douglas Watts said coun¬ 
cil had tried to change the 
clause which drew major 
objections earlier. 

“The most significant 
change,” he said, "la that 
there is now a clause that 
allows persons who already 
own such objects (as campers 
and boata) but cannot, due 
either to topography or phy¬ 
sical siting of the house, store 
them at the back of the 


house, to store them in 
front." 

This permission would, 
however, be granted only if 
the person concerned applied 
within 30 days after the 
passing of the bylaw and 
would not be transferable. 

The Items would still have 
to be screened even If stored 
at the front of the house. 

“The idea Is not to Impose 
a hardship on those who 
already have vehicles,” said 
Aid. Norman Plmlott. “Be¬ 
cause the permits are not 
transferable, they will be 
done away with as the owners 
change. 

"This means the picture 
should get better and not 
worse." 

The new bylaw will be 
considered at a public hearing 
at 7:30 p.m. on Sept. 21.

There were obvious prob¬ 
lems, Whitbread explained. 

First, the provincial welfare 
department has not aacepted 
the federal offer of 50 per 
cent ahartng. 

As a result, patients In 
general hospitals who would 
qualify for home nursing or 
home-maker services gener¬ 
ally have to pay the costs of 
nursing or home-maker visits 
themselves. 


"We talk of the great need 
of getting patients out of the 
hospitals and into ihelr 
homes. As long as they (the 
patients) have to pay for a 
home care service, there is a 
reluctance to leave hospital," 
said Whitbread. 

The result is a pyramiding 
effect, with the community 
being asked to build even 
more general hospitals. 


Hicks noted that, according 
to the list, his licence as a 
notary public would be raised 
from J 10 to $100, an increase 
of 900 per cent. 

In many cases, increases 
would bring the business 
licences up to the level of 
Victoria. 

The licence for hotels and 
motels, now $2 a room per 
year, would be raised to $3, 
which is the Victoria tee. 

Automobile dealers, dealing 
in new cars, boata or motor¬ 
cycles, now paying | 200 , 
would pay $300 if hiring up to 
10 person* and $500 if hiring 
more than 10 . 

In Vi ctoria, respective 
figures are $450 and $600.

Public Health 
Services 
Face Crisis 


By JOHN MATTERS 

Public health services throughout B.C. are so 
thinly spread that they are on the brink of collapsing, 
authorities said Tuesday. m 


“We have more and more 
social problems and fewer 
and fewer public health facili¬ 
ties to keep up with them," 
said Mrs. Rubymay Parrott, 
chairman of the Greater 
Victoria Metropolitan Board 
of Health. “The water is 
getting through the dike and 
it soon will collapse." 

An official of the B.C. 
Public Health Service added: 
"We do not know bow long 
this can go on. The question 
is how thin we can spread 
ourselves without causing a 
disaster. We know that If the 
present trend continues there 
will be a crisis." 

Mrs. Monica Angus, presi¬ 
dent of the B.C. Registered 
Nurses' Association, said: 
“Public health nurses are now 
being pulled out of the 


schools. They are nurses who 
would be making routine 
examinations, picking up 
problems in the child’s early 
years to save years of 
misery. 

,l We have always had a 
high level of public health 
care In B.C. but this record 
has suddenly been reversed. I 
do not know what will happen 
— to the children, the envir¬ 
onment, the aged, all those 
things that public health 
people normally are Involved 
with,” she added. 

The staff shortages in the 
provinclally-operated service 
were underlined during a 
meeting of the Greater Vic¬ 
toria Metropolitan Board of 
Health and in subsequent 
interviews with other authori¬ 
ties. 


No Staff Changes 


It was learned that the B.C. 
Public Health Service's com¬ 
plement of public health 
nurses and nursing admin¬ 
istrators has stood at 317 for 
the past two years. There are 
currently 17 vacancies. 

In the Greater Victoria 
area, at least two more public 
health nurses are needed for 
the Oolwood-Langford district, 
another is needed at Sldbey 
and three more are needed to 
work out of the Saanich 
office. 

At least five more public 
health inspectors are needed 
in the areas outside Victoria. 
And a speech therapist, hear¬ 
ing specialist and psychologist 
are needed for their para¬ 
medical services. 

The latest loss was the 
psychologist, Dr. J. L. M. 
Whitbread told the board. A 
federal mental health grant 
that sponsored her work 


apparently has been absorbed 
by the provincial government 
and put into a mental health 
services fund, he added. 

He said that the work of not 
only the psychologist but the 
audiologist and speech thera¬ 
pist were "vitally essential if 
we are to give the community 
the fullest benefit of preven¬ 
tive medical services.” 

The audiologist's work was 
terminated two yean ago by 
the B.C. Rehabilitation Foun¬ 
dation, sponsors of the 
Mothers’ March. 

“Hearing defects should be 
searched for, found, assessed 
and treated at or before three 
years of age,” said Whit¬ 
bread. "By early case-finding, 
preventive treatment can be 
given and by time the child 
reaches school age he is 
able to handle his problem In 
the mainstream of educa¬ 
tional Ufe.”

While the board has not had 
answers to letters it has 
written to Health Minister 
Ralph Loffmark on toe topic, 
she said she found out about 
B-C/s plans in tiw minutes of 
an administrators' meeting 
held in Vancouver this spring. 


If health became a function 
of regional board, two-thlrdi 
of the total cost would be paid 
by the province and one-third 
would be paid by local 
residents.

The sub-acute coronary 
ward's patients are not 
plugged directly Into monitor¬ 
ing equipment.

I don't know of any plant that 
responds ao enthusiastically to a pood 
land aa the raspberry. Tha roots have a 
tarrUW appetite—aa well they should, 
lor they must pah up a whole new set 
of oanee every year aa well M producing 
a crop of luscious fruit. 

The be«t4ookin* raspberries I ever 
■aw wen grown by a very old English 
gardener who had one front tooth 
missing and biased as he talked. When I 
asked him the secret of his success, be 
answered. "Rasaberries laa dirty feed* 
era, aair." it was generally believed In 
our neighbourhood that the old boy bad 
planted a dead cat wider each bush. 

Raspberries need a lot qf water aa 
well aa food, and probably the beat way 
to feed Ifae plants and conserve soil 
moisture at the same time la to 
maintain a good thick surface layer of 
old rotted manure over the coots. 
together with an annual sprinkle of 
chemical fertilizer. 


The manure acta aa an Insulating 
mulch, 'preventing the loss of soil 
moisture through evaporation, while its 
dung and straw content provides 
nutrients, although not in sufficient 
quantify to aatiify the appetite of a 
healthy raspberry plant Renee the 
supplemental feesling with fertilizer 
The meet Important needs in a 


raspberry's diet are nitrogen and potash. 
Nitrogen k, of course, essential for all 
plants — this is the element whi«h 
stimulates the production of wood and 
leafy gAteth—but it doesn’t wtek worth 
a hoot In the case of raspberries unless 
it is balanced by a sufficient quantity of 
potash. 

A group of plant scientists in the 
U.S.SJt. has been doing some very 
interesting work on this point—the 
nutritional needs of the raspberry—and 
their findings bear out very flosely the 
experience of ordinary backyard gar¬ 
dener* hereabouts. 

The Russians set up a aeries of trial 
plots and tried the effect of different 
feeding programs, measured In terms 
of the weight of the berries harvested. 
Rare are some of the results : 

* ♦ * t 

. Check plot without manure or 
fertilizer, 100 pounds. With complete 
fertilizer less potash, 85 pounds. With 
complete fertilizer without nitrogen, 121 
pounds. With complete fertilizer Without 
phosphate, 140 pounds. With complete 
fertilizer, 144 pounds. With complete 
fertilizer plus a manure mulch, 158 
pounds. 

The {Russian report doesn’t give arty 
date on watering, but I think the plots 
must have been under aoane kind of 
irrigation, otherwise there would have 


been an even greater difference be¬ 
tween the mulched and unmulohed 
plots. You aae, raspberry roots an 
always close to the surface apd suffer 
considerably in dry weather unless 
insulated with a manure mulch. 

The experiment In the U.S.S.R, 
points up In rather dramatic fashion the 
greet need ftr potash In the plant's diet. 
You will notice that a chemical 
fertilizer without potash gave aetuaQy 
less fruit than when no fertilizer at aD 
was used. 

4 It must be remembered, with this hi 
mind, that some of our moat popular 
kwn fertilizers are formulated without 
potaki and would be useless on 
raspberries.

Ammonium sulphate 21 - 0 - 0 , cosn- 
' moidy used as a summer tonic for 
lawns, has am potash, nor has am¬ 
monium phosphate 11-4S-B. or am¬ 
monium nitrate 33-CM). Even the old 
Javorite, bone meal, has almost no' 
potash In it* composition. 

The numbers quoted above show the 
percentage of nitrogen, phosphate and 
potash, in that order, and by law these 
figures must appear on every bag or 
container of fertilizer sold in Canada. 
The brand - name garden fertilizers all 
contain useful amounts of potash, and a 
moat useful supplement Is wood aihee. 
containing mostly lime and potasb.

The or ganiaatioo was 
started a few years ago by a 
i maii group of people who 
were sick and tired at virgins 
being the butt of every Joke, 
every salacious comedy and 
every tired sexual cliche. 

Sidney Pimpledown, the 
president of VADL, told me 
the response to tile organiza¬ 
tion has been hear tw a rmi ng 
and new chapters were apring-

Pimpledown said, "We esti¬ 
mate that there are approxi¬ 
mately 1,980,543 virgins in the 
United States at the present, 
including at least 1,300 
women These people have 
been ted to believe that there 
la aome sort of shame at¬ 
tached to being a virgin. 

"We want virtuous people 
to be proud or their heritage. 
We point out that some of our 


greatest writers,' poets and 
artists have btem virgins. 
Evan today, in Am* primi¬ 
tive cultures, there is a 
premium placed on virtue."

"Then one of your goals." I 
said, “is to bring virginity out 
in the open and get people to 
accept it for what it is?" 

"That’s correct Up until 
recently it was a dark secret 
one kept to himself. The 
majority of virgins refuted to 
talk about It even to each 
other. 

"But now. thanks to VADL. 
virgins know they are not 
alone and there are almost 
2.000,000 people in the aame 
"Boat wTOI them. They are 
good people: priests, college 
students, university profes¬ 
sors, naval officers and even. 
Avon ladies.

"Our j'ob." Pimpledown 
conttoued, “is to convince 
them they are not the 
monsters society has made 
them out to be.’* 

"What do you do besides 
mske virgins feel they are not 
akmeT" 


"We have been lobbying for 
equal treatment for virgins. 
Do you realize a virtuous 
secretary makes 20 per cent 
less salary than any other 
kind of secretary? Virgins are 
discriminated against in bare, 
at parties and even drive-in 
theatres. 

"We also," continued 
Pimpledown. “are demanding 
the employment of more 
virgina on television commer¬ 
cials. In the past, casting 
directors for TV commercials 
refuted to hire virgins as they 
were afraid the local TV 
stations would object. 

"But when we proved to 
therkklhat virgins were as 
good at performing on TV at 
anybWjr else, they changed 
their policy. It took time but 
now all major advertisers 
Include two virgins in their 
budeets." 

"That is a breakthrough.” I 
•aid. 

* * ♦ 

"Our main function is edu¬ 
cation," Pimpledown said. 
“We go on television and give 
our side of the story. For 


years the talk ahowa refused 
to book virgina an thoir 
programs. But thare k a 
more enlightened view now. 

"We even had a virgin on 
the Johnny Carson Show last 
week, and they only received 
150 protest calls. Three years 
ago if Carson had interviewed 
a virgin, the whole board 
would have lit up.” 

"You've come a long way,** 
I told Pimpledown.

“We’re starting to fight 
back. The militant arm at our 
organization is called Virgin 
Power. We’ve p I e k e t a d 
movies with the word ‘Virgin’ 
in the title. We’ve burned 
pornographic books thgt shew 
virgins as weak, aringiag 
people. And we've held sit-ins 
at city h*Hs demanding vir¬ 
gin* be permitted to gat 
married." 

"Mr. Pimpledown, what do 
you consider your biggest 
success so far?" 

He said, “Without doubt, 
the biggest success we've had 
so far was getting the 
department of interior to atop 
referring to Alaska as ’virgin 
territory.'’' 


Baun Melts Julie’s Heart 


Jahe Andrews still recalls her appearance on the David 
Frost Show last month as "a completely unnerving 
experience." It was the first time she had ever appeared on a 
talk show and, she told me, "it was a frightening sort of 
exposure, rather like standing naked. Once something is said, 
there’s no way to take it back. I worried later if I had made 
an utter fool of myself." 

In spite of such uneasy emotions, the reserved, quiet star, 
who has never gone out of her way for personal publicity. Is 
planning to submit to more of such "unnerving” TV talk 
experiences. 

Julie is determined to tell the world about a child she's 
coma to love, a five-year-old named Bui. Translated Into 
Vietnamese, Baun means flower. It is a name which became 
cruelly inappropriate for the tot two years ago when she was 
caught in a crossfire of bullets during the skirmish that 
wiped out the rest of her small Vietnam village. Baun’i face 
waa blown away. She’s one of 86 Vietnamese children, all 
tragically injured in the war, who have been brought to this 
country for medical aid, operations and plastic surgery. 

"I never expected to become so involved in the 
Committee of Responsibility, ” Julie told me, referring to the 
organization founded by a group of doctors in 1967. and which 
has become one of main Interests in her and husband Stoke 
Kdward’s life this past year. 

“You meet some of the children and you melt. You can’t 
help but become totally involved." The organization, she 
points out, la nan-political in nature. “Iti purpose is merely to 
help the tragic young victims of the war. 

"Baun is a perfect example of the miracles that can be 
accomplished. The Git found her. and took her to a navy ship 
for emergency surgery. Then she waited six months before 
government approval could be granted and available space 
found on a transport plane to bring her to the U.S. 

“In the If months since she has been here, she has made 
tremendous strides. Doctors have reconstructed her face ao 
that she now has a jaw line and features. Three more 
operations and it’s expected she will be able to return home.” 

Julie la one of those genuine women whose natural 
reserve among strangers has earned her unfair siapa by 
aome members of the press. Warm and gregarious among 
those she knows, she admits, "There’s a whole new world 
opened to me now. 

"I have been Involved In show business since the age of 
five. I never questioned career. That was the way I was 
reared. Only within tha last few years hive I found myielf so 
that I can seek a new direction." 

Julie has no career commitments lined up. “I’m thinking 
about It, but not too hard." 

You phone her house these days and chances you’ll learn 
she’s at a Committee of Responsibility board meeting, or out 
raising money for a school for youngsters with learning 
problems which her etepeon Jeffery attends, or overseeing 
progress on the Hathaway Home for emotionally disturbed 
children. t 

The latter charity has become such an important part of 


her life that she donated all proceeds from her recent TV 
special with Barry Betefoate to the building fund for 
Hatiyiway's new San Fernando Valley campus. • ' f 

“And more important than anything else,” she said, 
beaming, "I'm playing full-time mum these days. Tvs 
discharged the nanny and am enjoying raising the .children 
without outside help.

occasional parent who did the 
same. 

Some of the most painful 
cries came from parents 
confronted with notices that 
they must buy definite brands 
of pencils, erasers, exercise 
books, rulers, plastic jars of 
paste, wax crayons, pencil 
crayons, ballpoint pens, music 
books, running shoes, aborts 
and other articles deemed 
necessary for the school 
term.

Some parents rebelled ("If 
they think I’m going to pay 25 
cents for two pencils that cost 
just five" cents each last year 
...”) but most gave in to the 
pleading of their youngsters 
and filled the stores to 
overflowing during the after¬ 
noon.

Public health services throughout B.C are so 


thinly spread that they are 
authorities said Tuesday. 

“We have more and more 
social problems and fewer 
and fewer public health facili¬ 
ties to keep up with them,” 
said Mrs. Rubymay Parrott, 
chairman of the Greater 
Victoria Metropolitan Board 
of Health. “The water is 
getting through the dike and 
It soon wHl oollapte." - 

An official of die B.C. 
Public Health Service added: 
“We do not know bow long 
this can go on. The question 
is bow thin we can spread 
ourselvaa without amusing a 
dilutee. We know that If the 
pres*n% trend continues there 
will be a c ri s is." 

Mrs. Monica Angus, presi¬ 
dent of the B.C. Registered 
Nurses’ Association, said : 
"Public health nurses are now 
being pulled out of the 


on the brink of collapsing. 


schools. They are nurses who 
would be making routine 
examinations, picking up 
problems In the child’s early 
years to save years of 
misery. 

"We have always had a 
high level of public health 
care in B.C. but thia record 
has suddenly been reversed. I 
do not know what will happen 
— to the children, the envir¬ 
onment, the aged, all those 
things that public health 
people normally are Involved 
with,” she added. 

The staff shortages in the 
provincially-operated service 
were underlined during a 
meeting of the Greater Vic¬ 
toria Metropolitan Board of 
Health and in subsequent 
Interviews with other authori¬ 
ties. 


iVo Staff Changes 


It was learned that the B.C. 
Public Health Service's com¬ 
plement of public health 
nurses and nursing admin¬ 
istrators has stood at 317 for 
the past two years. There are 
currently 17 vacancies. 

In the Greater Victoria 
area, at least two mors public 
health nurses are needed for 
the Oolwood-Langford district, 
another is needed at Sidney 
and three more are needed to 
work out of tile Saanich 
office. 

At least five more public 
health inspectors are needed 
In the areas outside Victoria. 
And a speech therapist, hear¬ 
ing specialist and psychologist 
are needed for their para¬ 
medical services. 

The latest loss was the 
psychologist, Dr. J. L. M. 
Whitbread told the board. A 
federal mental health gram 
that sponsored her work 


apparently has been absorbed 
by the provincial government 
and put into a mental health 
services fund, he added. 

He said that the work of not 
only the psychologist but the 
audiologist and speech thera¬ 
pist were “vitally essential if 
ws are to give the community 
the fullest benefit of preven¬ 
tive medical service*.” 

The audiologist's work was 
terminated two years ago by 
the B.C. Rehabilitation Faun 
datlan, sponsors of the 
Mothers’ March. 

“Hearing defects should be 
searched for, found, assessed 
and treated at or before three 
years of age,” said Whit¬ 
bread. "By early case-finding, 
preventive treatment can be 
given and by time the child 
reaches school age be Is 
able to handle his problem in 
the mainstream of educa¬ 
tional life.”

In a letter to members of 
the health board, the city of 
V lctoria, Greater Victoria 
school district and officials of

While the board has not had 
answers to letters It has 
written to Health Minister 
Ralph Lcffmark on the topic, 
she said rive found out about 
B.C.'s plans hi the minutes of 
an administrators' meeting 
held hi Vanoouver this spring. 


If health became a function 
of regional board, two-thirds 
of Ihe total cost would be paid 
by the province and one-third 
would be paid by local 
residents.

Big Saving Possible 


Federal Aid for Home Care 


Greater Victoria Metropoli¬ 
tan Board of Health will tell 
the provincial government 
how it might save taxpayers' 
money and at the same time 
help ease the pressure on 
general hospitals, by accept¬ 
ing federal funds now avail¬ 
able for caring for ailing 
persons in their homes. 


At a meeting Tuesday, the 
board decided to collect as 
many facts as possible and 
assemble them in a brief that 
will go to the health and 
welfare departments. 

Health board members 
spoke forcefully after hearing 
Dr. J. L. M. Whitbread, 
senior medical health officer. 


Storage Curb 
Still Aim 
Of Oak Bay 


Oak Bay council is again 
trying to pass a zoning bylaw 
that will restrict the storage 
of campers, boats and other 
such Hems on property in the 
municipality. 

A similar attempt in May 
was withdrawn following a 
barrage of complaints and a 
stormy public hearing at¬ 
tended by about 100 persons. 

In introducing the bylaw, 
Aid. Douglas Watts said coun¬ 
cil had tried to change the 
clause which drew major 
objections earlier. 

"The ro o at significant 
riiange,” he said, “is that 
there ia now a clause that 
allows persons who already 
own auch objects (as campers 
and boats) but cannot, due 
either to topography or phy¬ 
sical siting of the house, store 
them at the back of the 


house, to store them in 
front." 

This permission would, 
however, be granted only if 
the person concerned applied 
within 30 days after the 
passing of the bylaw and 
would not be transferable. 

The itema would still have 
to be screened even if stored 
at the front of the house. 

“The Idea ia not to impose 
a hardship mi those who 
already have vehicles,” said 
Aid. Norman Pimlott. "Be¬ 
cause the permits are not 
transferable, they will be 
done away with as the owners 
change. 

"This means the picture 
should get better and not 
worse.” 

The new bylaw win be 
considered at a public hearing 
at 7:30 p.m. on Sept 21. 


describe how home care, for 
which there is no charge, 
benefits patients as well as 
the community that pays for 
expensive health-care institu¬ 
tions. 

. Whitbread wondered, for 
example, why a community 
would prefer to pay J50 a day 
for the maintenance of a 
patient in Royal Jubilee or St. 
Joseph's hospitals while the 
same patient could get ade¬ 
quate care in his home for as 
little as 53 or $4. 

He told board members 
that the federal government 
will pay 50 per cent of the 
costs of home services If the 
provincial and local govern¬ 
ments contribute the re¬ 
mainder. 


There were obvious prob¬ 
lems, Whitbread explained. 

First, the provincial welfare 
department haa not accepted 
the federal offer of 50 per 
cent sharing. 

As a result, patients In 
general hospitals who would 
qualify for home nursing or 
home-maker services gener¬ 
ally ‘have to pay the costs of 
nursing or home-maker visits 
themselves. 


"We talk of the great need 
of getting patients out of toe 
hospitals and into their 
homes. As kmg as they (the 
patients) have to pay for a 
home care service, there is a 
reluctance to leave hospital,” 
said Whitbread. 

The result Is a pyramiding 
effect, with the community 
being asked to build even 
mere general hospitals. 


Hicks noted that, according 
to the list, his licence as a 
notary public would be raised 
from 510 to 5100, an increase 
of 900 per cent. 

In many cases, increases 
would bring the business 
licences up to toe level of 
Victoria. 

The licence for hotels and 
motels, now 52 a room per 
year, would be raised to 53, 
which Is the Victoria fee. 

Automobile dealers, dealing 
In new cart, boats or motor¬ 
cycles, now paying 5200, 
would pay 530fttf hiring up to 
10 persons and 5500 if hiring 
more than 10.

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Anti-Rubella Shots Safe, But B.C. Wants Information 


Vaccine Side-Effects Report Causes Concern 


The B.C. Public Health 
Servioe Tuesday sent a tele¬ 
gram to U.S. authorities 
asking for more information 
about reports that a rubella 
(German measles) vaccine is 
producing a high incidence of 
temporary side-effects. 

Reports of problems ap¬ 
pearing as a result of toe 
vaccine were published just 
as tive provincial health de¬ 
partment was about to launch 
Its rubella Immunization 
campaign. 


Among the recipients are 
expected to be about 12,000 
school children In the Greater 
Victoria area. The vaccine 
intended for them arrives 
today and will be kept in a 
dairy’s refrigerated room 
until it is administered. 

Coincidentally, most stu¬ 
dent* from Grades 1 to 6 
brought home after their first 
day of school on Tuesday 
Immunization consent forms 
that must be signed by toe 
parent or guardian. 


The report* of advene 
effect* of nibella vaccine 
came from Dr. Shelby Wyll of 
the U.S. National Centre for 
Disease Control in Atlanta, 
Georgia. 

"We have had in incredible 
number of complaint*," he 
said, adding that die vaccine 
is still considered safe and is 
regarded as the best means 
available to prevent birth 
defects that frequently occur 
after pregnant women are 
exposed to toe disease. 


WyQ said sktoeftecta were 

anticipated in about 5 per 
cent of those vaccinated but it 
haa turned out, in some cases, 
to be about 15 per cent 

However, Dr. A. A. Larsen, 
provincial epidemiologist, was 
reacting cautiously. 

He cent a telegram to a 
colleague at the U.S. disease 
control centre asking, among 
other things, whether toe 
reaction* were occurring 
among recipient* of the same 


vaccine that will be used to 
B.C. 

He pointed out that B-C. 
chose Cendevax, the product 
of Smith, Kline and French, 
because the literature indi¬ 
cated It had toe lowest 
Incidence of side-effects. 

Larsen added that many 
vaccines produce reactions, 
especially those that Involve a 
"live” virus. Oral polio and 
smallpox vaccines are of toe 
same nature. 

Even vaccines that do not 


have the "live" virus, such as 
typhoid vaccine, produce 

malaise. 

Die U.S. disease control 
centre to Atlanta said the side- 
effect* at the vaccine it tad 
observed—and, again, it did 
hot name toe product—ranged 
from forms a t arthritis to 
rashes and lymph node swell¬ 
ing. 

(Those are some of the 
symptoms doctors look for in 
rubella. However, toe disease 
Is often much more difficult 


to diagnose when, ia some 
persona, it produoes only a 
fever and a rash that comes 
and goes quickly.) 

All alsmentary school chil¬ 
dren to the Greater Victoria 
am will be candidates for 
the vaccine between Sept 18 
and Oct. 2. Only those up to 
toe age of 12 will receive toe 
vaccine—anyone older should 
go to their family doctor, 
suggests public health spokes- 


In addition to the program 


In the schools, pre-sohooi 
children will be immunized at 
special clinics Sept. 28 and 
Oct. 3. 

The health board also re¬ 
minded parents that if a child 
has been ill or la on a drug 
treatment program they 
should get In touch with their 
doctor to determine whether 
toe child should noeive toe 
vaccine. 

"Dtls Is the repansibllity of 
the family physician,” said a 
health board spokesman. 
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
